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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1,3-7, 9-12, 14-17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kaide et al. 4,255,318. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kaide et al. 4,255,318, in view of Bruns 3,576,388. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 6/26/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants' do not define nanoclays as organically modified phyllosilicates, 
the Cloisite clays are just examples. Nanoclays are selected from montmorillonites and 
layered aluminum silicates. Polymers filled with these smectite clays (nanoclays) and 
other fillers will result in non-dripping, smoke reduction and char formation under flame 
condition. See U.S. Patent 6,492,453, claims 1 and 1 1, from column 2, lines 56, 
through column 3, line 4, the paragraph overlapping columns 3 and 4, and column 7, 
lines 4-1 5. Cloisite clays are organoclays or organically modified clays or intercalated 
clays. See U.S. Patent 6,414,070 or U.S. Patent 6,759,464, column 15, lines 49-60. 
The rejections are maintained. 
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6. Claimsl, 3, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by EP 459 472, with Yano et al. serving as its English translation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims 1 and 3-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP 459 472, with Yano et al. 5,164,460 serving as its English translation, in view of 
WO 97/30950, with Gonzales et al. 5,780,376 serving as its English translation. 

8. The rejections imposed by the International Preliminary Examination Report are 
accepted by the examiner without any reservations.
